THE SENATE AND HOUSE COMMITTEES

THE CALIFORNIA SENATOR ON THE ELECTORAL 
QUESTION. 
Special Dispatat to The Tribune. 

Wasntroron, D. C., Jan. 12.—In the Senate 
this morning Mr. Boot up theresolution 
submitted by him last Monday in regard to 
counting the Electoral vote, and spoke as fol- 
lows in favor thereof:

Lonpon, Jan. 12.—The Foreign Office has re- 
ceived a dispatch from the British Ambassador 
at Constantinople, announcing that the export 
of grain and cattle has been prohibited from 
the villayet of the Danube, and the export of 
grain prohibited from the ports of Trebizond, 
Samsun, and Kerasun.

NICARAGUA CANAL, 


Terms of the Treaty for Its Constraction— 
The President Familiar with the Route 
and Favorable to It. 

Dispatch to New York Tribune. 

Wasurtneton, D. C., Jan. 1.—Since the Inter- 
oceanic Canal Commission presented its report 
to the President a few days ago, recommending 
that the Nicaragua route be selected as the 
most rracticabie of all those which have been 
surveyed, Dr. Adam Cardenas, @ special com 
missioner from the Nicaraguan Goverument, 
has arrived in Washington. He has had fre- 
quent interviews in regard to the construction 
of the canal with the Secretary of State and the 

Canal Commission, and all the diplomatic ques- 

tions naturally arising under the circumstances 

have been fully considered. The result has been 
the negotiation of a treaty on the subject, 
which will be transmitted to the Senate for its 


consideration and ratifieation, if it approves of 
it. within a few days. 

THE MAIN FEATURBS 
of this treaty are as iollows: 

It provides tor the construction of a ship- 
canal from the Atlantic coast of Nicaragua, at 
or near Greytown, to the San Juan River. 
Thence the route is to be continued by slack- 
water navigation to Lake Nicaragua, ana across 
that lake to the Rio del Medio. From that point 
it is proposed to continue the canal to the Pa- 
cific coast at or near Rio del Brito. The Gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua, on its part, concedes and 
guarantees all asked-for neutrality rights. 
Among these is the neutrality of a specified 
belt of territory extending across the isthmus, 
and an equal neutrality for a distance 
of 100 miles out to sea at each end 
of the canal. Along the coast, both on the 
Gulf and on the Paciuc, the neutral territory is 
to extend 100 miles north and south of the 
ports and harbors that may be necessary for the 
canal. The treaty also deciares the ports of 
Greyton and Brito free, and provides that, in 
the event of a war between Nicaragua and any 
one of the Powers which participate in the con- 
struction of the canal, all vessels and propesty 
of all these Powers shall be exempt from cap- 
ture, blockade, or any other embarrassment on 
the neutial territory and waters connected with 
the canal by either of the belligerents. The 
property of private companies engaged in the 
construction of the canal is also guaranteed full 
protection by the Nicaraguan Government. 

THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT 
on its part agrees to use all its influence in 
facilitating the construction of the work, and, in 
conjunction with such other Powers as may be 
engaged when the canal is completed, it agrees 
to provide full protection to all property from 
seizure or contiscation, and guarantees the 
neutrality of the canal and all its appurtenances 
so that it may be forever open and irce, and all 
capital invested in it may be secure. These 

tees are to be withdrawn if at any time 

he United Statesdeems the management of 

the canal contrary to the regulations 
upon in the treaty. 

The treaty provides that all the leading mari- 
time Powers of the globe shall be invited to 
participate in and share the ys mee ie of the 
work, and to enter into treaty stipulations to 
that effect. If any difficulties as to the right of 
property should arise, the United States is to 
use its good offices to adjust them. The ton-

In answer to 
the inquiry whether or not a mulion of dollars 
had been placed in his hands for the old friends 
of his father, as reported, Mr. Vanderbilt 
said that be wag not able to state what was 
the amount of money to be disposed of in this 
way, because he had not figured up the 
list. He admitted that such a list had been in- 
trusted to him, bat did not think it expedient 
to make it public. The list, be said, embraced 
the old and faithful servants of the late Com- 
modore, many of those woo assisted in nursing 
him during his last sickness, many old friends 
and associates, and clerks and empluyes wo 
had been in his service for years. His father, 
he continued, was very strict in requiring 
each one of his employes to 
perform his whole duty; but he was 
also a very just man, and e vored to do his 
whole duty to those who labored in his behalf.

The announcement is made in a semi- 
official manner from the legal department of 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Nail- 
road that the Company will refuse any and all 
compensation or damages on account of in- 
juries or death resulting from the Ashtabula 
slaughter, upon the ground that that calami- 
ty was an act of Providence. Apart from 
the moral and humane aspects of the ques- 
tion, it is open to doubt whether, as a busi- 
ness measure, this policy will in the long run 
prove economical. The aggregate of claims 
arising from the damage to life and limb 
at Ashtabula is estimated in round numbers 
at $500,000, and it is a question whether Mr. 
WILIA H. Vanpezprr could not better 
afford to spare this sum from his fifty or 
sixty millions than to face the falling off in 
public patronage of the Lake Shore route 
that would be likely to result from the pop- 
ular ill-will and resentment quite certain to 
be engendered among the Ashtabula suffer- 
ers and their friends and sympathizers in 
consequence of this refusal to recognize 
claims for damages. If the Lake Shore 
people especially desired to perpetuate the 
harrowing memories of Friday evening, Dec. 
29, 1876, they could not have adopted a bet- 
ter plan. 


The Electoral Count Committees of the 
Senate and House held their first joint session 
yesterday, and the Senate Committee pre- 
sented a plan which is understood to have 
been agreed upon by Senators Ep- 
MuUNDS, FRELINGHUYSEN, CONKLING, Bar- 
arp, THunman, and Ransom, Mr. Mon- 
tron alone disagreeing. Entire secrecy 
has been resolved upon by the Committee, 
but the dispatches assume to give an outline 
of the basis of adjustment. It is said that 
the Senate Committee, Republicans and 
Democrats, with the exception of Mr. Mor- 
rox, are uvited upon two important points,. 
first, that the President of the Senate 
has no power to decide disputes as 
to the count of any vote, and, second, 
that the vote of no State can be rejected 
unless by the. concurrent aflirmative action 
of both Houses. It is further stated that 
Mr. Boorn’s plan of submitting the various 
questions to the Supreme Court in the event 
of a failure to agree by the two Houses is 
favorably entertained by the Senate Commit- 
tee. All this is, of course, largely speculative, 
but it is interesting as indicating the drift of 
sentiment regarding the probabilities of a 
compromise. Whatever the ‘propositions 
submitted by the Senate Committee, the 
House Committee did no more than receive 
them, and asked further time for their con- 
sideration. Another meeting of the Com- 
mittee is to be held to-day. 


The very able and ‘interesting speech on 
the Electoral question, delivered yesterday 
in the Senate by Newton Boorn, of Califor- 
nia, is given in full in our columns this morn- 
ing, and will be certain to receive the 
thoughtful attention and consideration of 
our resders. The speech is in support of the 
resolution offered by Senator Booru, looking 
to an opinion by the Supreme Court of the 
United States concerning the questions of 
constitutional law involved in the Pres- 
idential complication, and the accept- 
ance by both Houses of Congress 
of this opinion as conclusive on all 
the points in controversy. Senator Boorn 
favors this mode of settlement, but expresses 
his readiness to support any other proposi- 
tion that shall seem more just and feasible. 
He is, however, first, last, and all the time, 
unelterably opposed to so much as the sug- 
gestion of force or violence in connection 
with the grave complication which presents 
itself for adjustment; he has, to repeat his 
own language, no words of condemnation 
strong enough for the men who, in this time 
of supreme difficulty, appeal to passion, fo- 
ment disorder, and threaten violence. His 
eloquent appeal for the exercise at this crit- 


ical juncture of ‘‘a wisdom and forbearance 


which are above statecraft” will find a hearty 
response in the heart and brain of every man 
who cares more for his country than for any 
individual who may or may not be declared 
to have been elected its President for the 
next four 7.

Of course, „ the Legislature wonld not be a 
Legislature unless it was called upon to con- 
sider a bill to limit the rate of interest upon 
loans, and fixing a penalty of pains and for- 
feiture for taking more than a prescribed 
rate. The limit proposed this year is 7 per 
cent, but why 7 per cent we do not under- 
stand. The object of the bill is to make 
money cheap by fixing a limit for its rent. 
Now, why not make the cost of living cheap 
by fixing a maximum rent for dwellings, 
and a maximum price for all articles 
of food, and for rent of land, and 
a maximum rate of fees for medical and le- 
gal services, and for labor of all kinds? The 
proposition is not more ridiculovs m any of 
these cases than in the one named in the 
bill We do not understand the reasoning 
by which it is concluded that money shall 
be loaned at 7 per cent. The bill of necessi- 
ty assumes that money must be loaned at 
that rate if the law permits no higher inter- 
est. Why, therefore, if the law can control 
the matter, allow more than 6, or 5, or 3 per 
cent interest? Theré are many millions of 
dollars in this State which have been idle 
for months because unable to find satisfac- 
tory investments at even 7 per cent, though 
the law allows 10 per cent interest. Money 


| cannot be borrowed at a less rate of imterest 


than the money is worth to the borrower. 
So long as it is worth 8, 9, or 10 per cent to 
those who need it, it will not be loaned at 7

In the Legislative reports from Springfield 
there is a body of ten or more Representa- 
tives who are self-styled Independents, but 
this is a mere deception.

Joxxs of Douglas, Brown of Schuyler, 
and Frantz of Woodford, but the Inde- 
pendence of these three gentlemen is 
newly born. They are volunteers who 
have joined the Independents to 
strengthen them and encourage them 
to vote for no Republican, and to induce 
them to vote for some Independent who, 
like Judge Davis or Mr. Srxvxksox. will, 
when wanted, develop intoa Democrat. The 
actual condition of parties at Springfield, 
therefore, is, as we have stated, 100 Repub- 
licans, 99 Democrats, and 5 Independents. 
All other Independents are Democrats, and 
as certain to yote for a Democrat for Senator 
as is Sam Buckmaster or Mires Knox. 
Of the 5 Independents, 4 represent Répub- 
lican districts, and at least 3 of them are 
men of Republican antecedents, and ought 
to vote for no Senator who is not a Repub- 
lican. 

The most ‘ridiculous proposition made by 
the Chicago Times recently is to the effect 
that If this Republic shall continue to ex- 
ist, it will be owing to the existence and in- 
fluence of an independent, non-partisan 
press,” which proposition was supplemented 
by the reduction ad absurdum, ‘‘ such a paper 
to-day is the Chicago Times. We should 
rather say that if the Republic shall con- 
tinue to exist, it will be necessary. to blot 
out such incendiary and treasonable party 
organs as the Chicago Bulldozer, which adopt 
the garb cf independence merely to insinuate 
themselves among a class of people they 
would not otherwise reach, and then seek 
to corrupt the morals and prostitute the 
intelligence of a stolen constituency. Since 
Tur purchased his nomination at St. 
Louis, the Chicago Tunes has been the most 
vicious, scurrilous, and conscienceless party 
organ in the country. Being under no re- 
straint as to truth, morality, decency, hon- 
esty, or patriotism, it has been consistent 
alone in its truckling to the orders of the 
party managers. In the complications that 
have arisen out of the dispute over Louisi- 
ana it has evinced a willingness to see the 
Union destroyed rather than submit to the 
defeat of its party, and it has led off in all 
the revolutionary schemes for seizing the 
Government without any regard to the Con- 
stitution and the laws.

THE DEMOCRATIC CONSPIRACY. 

It is now very evident that there is and 
has been for some time a determination on 
the part of the Democratic managers that 
the present House of Representatives, elect- 
ed more than two years ago, shall assume by 
a separate and independent action to (1) re- 
ject the vote of one or more States that 
have voted for Hares, and (2) then proceed 
to elect TD by a vote of the House. The 
articles in the Democratic newspapers for 
some weeks past have pointed to this plan, 
and now the report of the majority of the 
House Committee on the Presidential Count 
agrees with it in effect. That report states 
as the sentiment of the Democrats that no 
vote can be counted without the assent 
of the House, which means that the 
House pruposes to assume the right to 
reject any vote without the assent 
or concurrence of the Senate. But 
the scheme does not stop here. It is also in- 
tended that the House shall decide, without 
the assent or concurrence of the House, that 
there has been a failure to elect, and then 
proceed to elect Mr. Torx just as if it had 
been lawfully ascertained that there had been 
a tie vote. If this is not a treasonable 
scheme, then none was ever concocted by a 
legislative body. 

It is obvious that the right to choose the 
President might as well have been vested 
directly and solely in the House of Repre- 
sentatives as to give it the privilege of de- 
termining at any time when it shall assume 
that right. If such had been the intention 
of the framers of the Constitution, the cost 
and excitement of Presidential elections 
would not have been put upon the country, 
but there would have been a plain direction 
in the Constitution that the House should 
from time to time proceed to the election 
of President and Vice-President of the United 
States. The very fact that the House was 
given a reversionary right to choose the 
President when the majority of the Electors 
could not agree upon a man, so far from be- 
ing evidence of the intention to confer upon 
the House the right todetermine whether 
there has been such an agreement or not, is 
an evidence that the House, of and by itself, 
was not to have discretion in deciding when 
it should exercise the power of choosing a 
President. It was the contemplation of the 
Constitution that the Electors would vote 
freely for their several preferred candidates 
and that there would be a number of candi- 
dates; and that it was the purpose to deprive 
the Honse of any discretion in the matter is 
further shown by the constitutional limita 
tion of the House vote to the three persons 
having the highest number of votes in the 
Electoral College when no one of them 
should receive a majority of all the Electors 
appointed. 

Another striking illustration of the pur- 
pose to deprive the House of the discretion 
to determine the contingency when it should 
choose the President is found in the circum- 
stance that the contingent choice is virtually 
vested in the outgoing House, chosen by the 
people two years before. This contingent 
authority was based on the supposition that 
the majority of people, electing Congress- 
men at the same time as voting for Presi- 
dent, could not agree upon a President, and 
that the choice in that event. should revert 
to a body chosen at a different time; 
but it would be absurd to suppose 
that the intention was to give the 
House chosen two years before the power 
to defeat the later expression of popular will 
by assuming of its own motion to elect a 
President, whether or not there had beén a 
failure by the people through the Electoral 
College to make a choice. The palpable in- 
justice of such power will appear from a 
comparison between the present outgoing 
House and the new House already elected. 
The old House represents the popular senti- 
ment of two years ago, the new House that 
of to-day. In the old House the Democrats 


control 23 States, the Republicans 13, and 


one (Louisiana) is atie. Inthe new House 
the Republicans control 21 States, the Dem- 
ocrats only 15, one (Louisiana) is a tie, and 
one (New Hampshire) has not yet been 
chosen. In the House elected in 1874, the 
Democrats control the States of California, 
Illinois, Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Ore- 
gon, all of which voted for Harn; 
and they have refused to admit 
the member from Colorado which also voted 
for Hares. All of these States, besides In- 
diana and New York, have sent a Republican 
majority to the new House. In the Califor- 
nia delegation, there are 3 Democrats and 1 
Republican in the old House, but 3 Repub- 
licans and 1 Democrat in the new; from Illi- 
nois, 13 Democrats and 5 Republicans in the 
old, but 11 Republicans and 8 Democrats in 
the new; from Indiana, 8 Democrats and 5 
Republicans in the old, but 9 Republicans 
and 4 Democrats in the new; from Ohio, 14 
Democrats and 6 Republicans in the old, but 
12 Republicans and 8 Democrats in the new; 
from Pennsylvania, 17 Democrats and 10 Re- 
publicans in the old, but 17 Republicans and 
10 Democrats in the new; the member from 
Oregon in the old House is a Democrat, but. 
in the new House a Republican; Col- 
orado has a Republican member in the 
new House, but none in the old. Shall the 
people of Illinois, who voted for Hares, be 
swindled out of their choice, and forced to 
abide by a vote of 1874 which they have 
recently repudiated? And shall the other 
Republican States named be treated in like 
manner ? 

If the contingent election by the House 
may always be decided by the House, then 
the people of this country in effect vote for 
President more than two years before he is 
inaugurated. Instead of voting for Presi- 
dent in 1880, we will really vote for him in 
1878, when the Congressmen are elected 
who may afterwards assert their power of 
choosing the President. Suppose in 1878 
the Republicans shall -gecure a ma- 
jority of the delegations in the House 
of Representatives, and in 1880 the 
Democrats carry a majority of the Elect- 
oral votes, will the Democrats submit 
to the Republican House taking the matter 
in their own hands and electing a Republican 
President? Yet this is precisely what the 
Democrats propose todo now. They pro- 
pose that the majority which they secured in 
the country two years ago shall be made to 
supplant the defeat they recently suffered. 
If there had been an actual failure to elect, — 
that is, if Tom and Hares ived 
each the same number of votes, they being 
the only two candidates voted for,—the pres- 
ent House would constitutionally be entitled 
to choose the President. But where on earth 
does the present House derive its authority 
to arbitrarily determine there has been a fail- 
ure to elect, when there hasn't been, and 
then proceed to make a choice? And if it 
doés arbitrarily exercise that power, what is 
it if not treason ? 


THE NEW DEMOCRATIC GOSPEL. 

The Chicago Times is again becoming very 
glib and voluble in the use of epithets, and 
designates every one as a traitor or revolu- 
tionist who is opposed to the counting-in of 
Tub by the Democratic House, So far as 
the Times is concerned, this epithet business 
is nothing new. It used them with the ut- 
most freedom at the time of the Rebellion. 
Then, as now, every one who opposed the 
schemes of the Democracy was a traitor. I. 
was treason to resist secession and rebellion. 
It was treason to object to the violation of 
the Constitution and the laws. It was trea- 
son to coerce the Southern States back into 
the Union, and every one who proposed such 
coercion or engaged in it was a traitor, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Times. Mr. Tuo 
did not exactly call the Union troops traitors. 
According to his view they were “ trespass- 
ers,” who were liable to be shot 
without criminal consequences to those 
who shot them, or if they survived 
the War were liable in action for damages 
in an action growing out of trespass. Now 
our ears are saluted with the same old howl 
of treason and revolution from the Times. 
The partisan majority of a House elected 
upon side issues in 1874, when there was no 
Presidential issue pending, having set forth 
the pretense that it has the right to reject 
the vote of any State for reasons sufficient 
to itself, in order to declare that the people 
have not elected a President, and thereupon 
announce the election of Tr. Dx, immediately 
up jumps Judge Tnunnuz and echoes the 
howl of the Times in declaring that any one 
who opposes this view of the situation is a 
traitor. Whoever opposes the right of the 
partisan majority in a played-out House to 
go behind the certificates of States, throw 
them out, and declare Tun elected, is a 
traitor. Every man who does not believe in 
the election of Turm, in the Mis- 
sissippi plan, in the Louisiana bulldozers, in 
the right of intimidation, terrorism, fraud, 
and assassination, as parts of the machinery 
of elections, is 6 traitor. This is the new 
Democratic gospel as preached by Gen. Kxx- 
NAN, editor of the Chicago Times, by the new 
convert Trumputt, by the Jumping-Jack 
BILL. Sprincer, by the whitewasher of bull- 
dozers BILL. Morrison, by little Sam Cox, 
and all the rest of the patriots who are now 
howling as lustily for the old flag and the 
Union, provided Tors is at the head of it, 
as they howled against them a few yearsago; 
and we have the Chicago Times, which op- 
posed every effort to preserve the Union, 
now hurling its epithets of traitor and 
treason as if it were the very incarnation of 
loyalty, and had slept in the American flag 
all its life. In the furtherance of this 
scheme of electing a President by the House 
by throwing out States, it is pro- 
posed that the present delegation 
from [Illinois shall cast her vote 
for T. DN, although the State cast her vote 
for Hayes and elected a Haves delegation. 
To oppose the casting of the vote for In- 
DEN in this manner is treason. Ohio, Mr 
Hayes’ own State, cast her vote for him and 
elected a Haves delegation. It is now pro- 
posed to cast her vote for Torx, because 
two years ago the Democrats had a majority 
in that State. To oppose this is treason, 
says Judge Taue. It is proposed by 
these bulldozers to throw the vote of Penn- 
sylvania for Torx, although it voted most 
emphatically for Hares and elected a two- 
thirds Haves delegation. To oppose this is 
treason, says Gen. Kiga, editor of the 
Times. Oregon is to be declared for TDx, 
although it elected Hayes and a Hayes del- 
egation. To oppose this is treason, shouts 
Jumping-Jack Springer. The Golden State 
of California is also to be declared for Tu- 
bn, although the large majority of 
its people voted for Harzs and elect- 
ed a Republican delegation. Whoev- 
er opposes this is a traitor, howls 
But. Morrison. Colorado is to be sup- 
pressed altogether, and have no vote at all, 
although it is a State of the Union and cast 
its vote for Hares. To object to this out- 
rage is treason, shrieks the whole . 
pack. From all of which it is to be inferred 
that patriotism, loyalty, love of country and 


devotion to its interests and institutions are 
limited to the Chicago Times, Gen. Keenan 
its editor, Judge Tun nb, and the partisan 
majority in the House, and all outside these 
ts are traitors and revolutionists. But 
if the entire loyalty of country is in the 
hands of the Chicago 7'inies anditscrew, who 
sought to overthrow the authority of the 
Constitution and break up the Union only a 
few years ago, Heaven save the country! 


HOW TO CURE SODDER-CORN. 

The extraordinary quantity of corn-fodder 
that can be produced to the acre has long 
been known to intelligent farmers ; but there 
is great difficulty in curing it, preventing it 
from heating and molding, and becoming 
unfit for use. Numerous attempts have been 
made to cure corn-fodder cheaply and satis- 
factorily, but they have all resulted in fail- 
ures,—at least, none of the methods have 
gone into general use,—and, while farmers 
look longingly at this promising and abun- 
dant source of live-stock sustenance, they 
have not yet been able to fealize it. If 
sown corn could be cuyed and handled as 
easily as oats or grass, it would speedily be- 
come the most popular fodder in the United 
States and Canada, for it can be grown 
from the St. Lawrence to the Rio Grande, 
and from the Hudson to the Sacramento. 
An average crop of corn-fodder on good 
land is siz tons per acre,—the range being 
from three to ten tons. The production is 
five to six times that of the hay yield per 
acre. When well cured, it is worth for ani- 
mal sustenance fully as much as good hay or 
sheaf oats or sheaf rye,—perhaps more, as it 
is very richin saccharine and nutritious prop- 
erties. The reason is, that the nutritive 
substances which go into the ear of corn re- 
main in the stalk of fodder-corn. Every farm- 
er knows that if timothy or clover hay is 
cut after it becomes ripe and runs to seed, 
the stalk is dry, juiceless, tasteless, and of 
little value as fodder, just as the ripe straw 
of any kind of grain contains but little sus- 
tenance. We presume that sown fodder- 
corn, when properly cured, is worth as much 
for cattle-feed as corn on the stalk, ton for 
ton. All kinds of live stock—horses, cattle, 
sheep—eat it with equal fondness and ben- 
efit. 

The Hon. A. C. War, of Stark County, 
Ohio, who is a very intelligent, extensive, 
and thorough-going farmer, seems to have 
successfully solved the problem of cutting 
and curing corn-fodder. Mr. Warn is a 
large sheep-grower, feeding at this time 
2,250 head. He has always been fond of 
sheep-raising ; but some seasons his hay crop 
would be a failure by reason of drought, or 
be damaged by wet weather, and in those 
years he would find it expensive to import 
hay from a distance to subsist his flocks 
through the winter, although it had to be 
done. Several years ago he commenced a 
series of experiments to produce a good 
article of corn-fodder, and, by the applica- 
tion of perseverance, observation, and 
reflection, he has succeeded to his full 
expectation. He has now no difficulty in 
growing and curing all the corn-fodder 
for his flocks and ‘herds which he 
needs, and no longer depends upon 
the small and doubtful yield of hay per acre. 
Last summer he cut and cured about 500 
tons of excellent corn-fodder, which he is 
feeding to fifty head of horses and cattle and 
2,250 sheep, and this immense amount of 
fodder he has obtained from eighty acres of 
clay soil, upland; and he is carrying his 
stock through the winter in beautiful con- 
dition. 

Mr. Wals has not confined his experi- 
ments to overcoming the difficulties of curing 
corn-fodder for stock, but has been con- 
ducting other interesting and valuable ex- 
periments in sfeaming of feed for sheep and 
other live stock, the results of which he al- 
so gives in his communication. In a subse- 
quent letter, dated a few days ago, he writes : 

Had there not been frequent weighings of the 
sheep, and had they not maintained a steady rate 
of increase, I should have thought there might 
have been some mistake. Lam now feeding 2, 250 
sheep and lambs on steamed feed. Their daily 
ration is 3,400 pounds of fodder-corn, 500 pounds 
of bran, and 12 bushels of corn. They are doing 
wonderfully well. One flock of 150 thatI have 
just weighed has gained three pounds per head in 
eight days. I am a good deal enthusiastic 
over steamed feed for sheep, and guess that old 
Jason was a wool-grower, and that the two fre- 
breathing monsters" whose aid was essential to 
securing the golden fleece were simply a couple of 
steam boilers. 

He adds that the wetting and steaming 
of fodder-corn restores its succulence, and 
puts the summer back into it again.” 

The editor of the Country Gentleman says 
that the results of Mr. Wals experiments 
and experience of the past two or three 
years in steaming cattle-feed “are richly 
worth the careful examination of all intelligent 
farmers. Itis the first undertaking of the 
kind on a similar scale within our knowledge, 
and appears to be eminently successful.” 

THE NEW COURT OF APPEALS. 

Mr. Wentworts has introduced a bill in 
the General Assembly having for its purpose 
the establishment of an intermediate court 
to hear appeals. The provision of the Con- 
stitution on this subject reads as follows: 

After the year 1874, inferior appellate courts 
of uniform organization and jurisdiction. may be 
created in districts formed for that purpose, to 
which such appeals and writs of error as the 
General Assembly may provide may be prosecuted 
from circuit and other courts, and from which ap- 
peals and writs of error shall lie to the Supreme 
Court, in ali criminal cases, and cases in whicha 
Franchise or freehold or the validity of a statute is 
* and in such cases as may be provided by 
aw. 

We have not seen this bill, and do not 
know its provisions. If it bea bill to compel 
all appeals from the Circuit and other Courts 
to pass through this new Court before they 
can be taken to the Supreme Court, then it 
provides for a vast increases in the cost of 
litigation, and gives no relief to the Supreme 
Court. In such an event, the Court will be- 
come a nuisance, and be only an increased 
obstruction. If, however, the bill provides 
that, in the classes of case mentioned in the 
Constitution, appeals and writs of error 
shall proceed direct to the Supreme Court, 
and that appeals and writs of error in all 
other cases shall be heard and disposed of 
finally by the new Court, then the bill is 
highly commendable. It will arrest all liti- 
gation for mere delay, cut off half the cases 
which now crowd the dockets of the Supreme 
Court, promote the ends of justice, and gen- 
erally be a wholesome reform. 

This system of an intermediate appellate 
court has been in operation for many years 
in Ohio and in New York, and in both States 
the courts serve to obstruct the administra- 
tion of justice to the extent that appeals to 
them may be carried to a higher court. What 
is wanted in Illinois is some restraint upon 
dilatory litigation. It has not been very 
long since a Judge of the Supreme Court of 
this State, in pointing out the evil of our 
system, declared that the Supreme Court of 
Illinois was compeiled to try all questions of 
fact and of law in a large part of the litiga- 
tion in the State. Whenever a cow or a calf 
‘was run over by the cars on @ railroad, the 
company forced the owner to bring suit for 
compensation, and from the verdict for 
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Court of Appeals. To such a Court final 
jurisdiction might be given in all actions of 
debt, of trespass, of tort, and other matters 
not reserved by the Constitution for final de- 
termination by the Supreme Court. Such a 
Court is much needed. But if the decisions 
of this new Court are not to be final, but 
may still be appealed from, then it would be 
much better that no such Court be estab- 
lished.

OBITUARY. 
ALEXIS CASWELL, D. D., LL.D. 

The numerous alumni of Brown University 
scattered through the West will be pained to 
learn of the death of the venerable and beloved 
Prof. ALEx13 CASWELL, late of that institution. 
He graduated from Brown University in 182, 
and was for atime Professor of Languages in 
Columbia College, Washington. In 1828 he be- 
came Professor of Mathematics and Natural 
Philosophy Brown University, holding the 
position 1850, when he was appointed to 
the chair of Mathematics and Astronomy, which 
he filled until 1864. In 1840 he was Acting 
President of the College, and in 1868 was chosen 
President, voluntarily retiring in 1872. At the 
time of his death he was a member of the Board 
of Fellows, and alsoa member of the Advisory 
Committee of the Alumni. Since his retirement 
he has lived quietly in Providence, beloved and 
respected by the whole city. The New York 
Tribune says of him: His erect figure, unbent 
by age, was one of the most familiar on the 
streets of the city. In every charitable move- 
ment he was foremost, with practical advice and 
generous aid. His genial bearing has for years 
been a constant benediction to a city which was 
crowded with his friends, but contained for him 
not a single enemy.“ 

RASMUS WINTHER. 

Rasmus ViLLaps CHRISTIAN FERDINAND 
Wivrner, the famous Danish poet, whose 
death was announced by cable a day or two 
since, was born July 29, 1796, in Fensmark, 
Zealand. During his early manhood he trav- 
eled through Europe, and upon his return, in 
1841, was appointed tutor to the Princess Caro- 
Ling, of Mecklenburg. His first atttempt in 
poetry was a student’s song, which became im- 
mensely popular. His published books are 
“Nagle Digte, or, Some Poems, Songs, Tradi- 
tions, and Sketches,” “Trois Recits,” and 
“Quatre Nouvelles, Judith,“ and a poem 
written in German, besides many volumes of 
translations from the German aud Italian into 
Danish. To his poetical works he also added a 
“Dictionary of the Idioms of the Laaland 
Islands,” “A Hundred Stories of Danish 
Poets, and “‘ Herme Songs.“ He was regarded 
as one of the greatest poets Denmark has ever 
produced. 

HERMANN BROCKHAUS. 

The eminent Oriental linguist, Hermann 
Bnocknaus, who has just died in Germany, 
was born in Holland in 1806. He was edacated 
in tne Universities of Leipsic, Goettingen, Bonn, 
Copenhagen, Paris, London, and Oxford, and 
gave most of his attention to the study of Sans- 
crit and the relative languages. In 1848 he was 
appointed Professor of Indian Languages and 
Literature in the University of Leipsic. Schol- 
ars are indebted to him for the adoption of the 


Latin character in the printing of Sanscrit works. 


His elder brother, Hztnricu, was the founder 
of one of the greatest publishing houses in 


Leipsic.

A STRINGENT RAILROAD LAW. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 12.—In the Legislature 
to-day, Senator Reed introduced a bill to pro- 
vide for the safety of human lives on railroads. 
He requires the use of brakes under control of 
the engineer under penalty of $500 each trip, 
and a double amount in civil damages to any 
one injured; requires annual reports of the 
miles run, passengers carried, persons killed, 
and the amount of damages paid, of which the 
Auditor of State must publish an abstract. A 
failure to comply will subject the company to 
being enjoined from running its road. A false 
report is to be treated as felony, subjecting the 
author to fine and imprisonment. 

A joint resolution was introduced into the 
House asking for a repeal of the Bankrupt law. 
THE AUDITOR'S REPORT. 

In ais report the Auditor of State estimates 
the receipts for the year ending Oct. 31, 1877, at 
$1,350,000, and the expenditurcs at about $1,500,-

the levy fixed by the last Legislature,—13 cents

He explained why Mr. Bennett repeat- 
edly asked his friends if he had done wrong in 
making his proposals. While they said no, 
not one of them but was secretly dis- 
gusted with him. Since the facts above stated 
have become known to the members of the 
Union Clab with whom Mr. Bennett was 
mostly associated they have expressed their 
surprise and contempt freely, and the duelist 
has lost caste greatly.

WASHINGTON 


The President Explains Why He Did Not 
Expend All the River and Harbor Moneg 
--The Police Investigation --- Confirma- 
tions. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 12.—Three Demo- 
erate on the Pacific Railroad Committee ob- 
jected to the Texas Pacific Subsidy bill. Two 
of them, Snyder, of Wisconsin, and Phillips, of 
Missouri, voted against it, and one other, while 
agreeing that it might be reported, reserved the 
nght to oppose it in the House. There is con- 
siderable Democratic opposition to the measure 
among members in spite of the claim of its 
friends that it can be passed. Some of the lat- 
ter, however, are beginning to fear that there 
will not be time enough for its consideration. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasutveron, D. C., Jan. 12.—The President 
to-day sent a message to the Honse of Repre- 
sentatives in reply to a resolution respecting 
the expenditure of certain moneys appropria 
last session inthe River and Harbor bill, 
inclosing a report from- the Secretary of War 
on the subject. 

The Secretary says the act was signed on the 
14th of August, and on the same day the Presi- 
dent sent a special . to the House stating 
that he did not consider it obligatory u him 
to expend all the money approupria in the 
bill: that during his term vf oilice no money 
suould be expeaded on works not clearly na- 
tional, and that, owing to contemplated loss of 
the revenue, it might be impossible to expend 
any money upon new works. 

The principles enunciated in this message 
have governed the Secretary's action on this 
subject in every case preseuted to him. Imme- 
diately after receiving the bill the Chief Eu- 
gineer was directed to ask for statements 
engineers in charge of works as to what works 
could be postponed for the present, and replies 
from them recommended the expenditure of 
about $4,500,000 of the appropriation. This re- 
duction was so slight as practically to amount 
to nothing, and therefore on the 4th of Septem- 
ber, having obtained tne a val of the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary the Chief of En- 
gineers, whose knowledge of thissubject is more 
extended than that of any other er of the 
Government, to make allotments from the sums 
appropriated for various works according to the 
best of his judgment, and in such manner that 
the total amount should not exceed $2,000,000, 
only providing that no new works should be be- 
gun, and pone continued that were not national 
in their character. In making these allotments, 
it was found that the amount designated, $2,- 
000,000, was not quite sufficient for the purpose 
of carrying on works absolutely necessary, and, 
therefore, the Chief of Engi after an ex- 
tended interview with the t, Was au- 
thorized, in October, to increase the 
amount to 92,7, Since that date 
a few cases where small sums were urgently te- 
quired to prevent damage, or to makeim 
examinations, have been tavorably upon, 
and possibly there may be more of them.

How Municipal Elections Are Con- 
ducted in Canada. 


Not Universal, but on a 
7 Pecuniary Basis. 


The Process of Holding an Election, 
- from the Nomination to the 
Official Canvass. 


A System Entirely Different from That 
in Vegue in the United States. |

Lowpow, Ont., Jah. 8.—New-Year’s Day was 
doubly celebrated throughout the Dominion. 
In additjon to the suspension of business and 
the general festivities of the New-Year tide, the 
ple indulged in their municipal elections, 
which, by act of Parliament, are held on the 
first Monday in each year. A municipal elec- 
tion is a question of vital interest—or at least it 
seems to be—to every inhabitant of the munict- 
fity. Rich and poor are all alike “ enthused” 
over it; and, no matter where the stranger goes, 
be hears nothing but talk about voters and can- 
didates. Asarule, national politics is not 
brought into municipal affairs, although there is 
a growing disposition on the part of many who 
are enrolled in the ranks of the Conservative 
y to make all issues subject to the decision 

of the ballot-box purely political questions, and 
thus hold the successful party responsible for 
the administration of affairs.. To a moderate 
extent this platform was adopted at the election 
jn this city, though without any organized effort 


to effect it. 

UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE DOES NOT OBTAIN 
in the Dominion. ‘The right to the exercise of 
the franchise ie based on the ownership of real 
estate to the value of $400; on the occupancy of 
rented peoperty, provided the rental is $400 per 
annum; or on @ yearly income of $400, on 
which an income-tax—the same as on real and 
personal property—is levied. Those who have 
not paid their taxes by Dec. 14 are debarred 
rom the exercise of the right of voting. Lim- 
ited universal suffrage prevails in the election of 
School-Trustees,—limited so far that every 
parent whose children attend school has the 
right to cast his ballot, whether he be a voter or 
not at municipal or Parliaméntary elections. 

Until within two years, all Voting was donc 
viva voce. But it became notorious, or rather 
it was positvely alleged and never succsssfully 
denied, that the managers of ! manulactur- 
ing institutions, M a other public 
works were in the habit of intimidating their 
employes—mildiy “bulldozing” them—by 
threats of dismissal if they failed to vote as di- 
rected. So great an outcry was raised against 

the system that Parliament was induced to 
ADOPT THE BALLOT S¥8TEM, 
and the Royal assent was given on Dec. 21, 1874. 

The Canadian system of manipulating the 
baliot is entirely different from that in usc in 
the United States. The first thing that strikes 
the American visitor is the utter absence of the 
teket-peddier. That rough, uncouth, greasy, 
whisky-guzzling individual, whose greatest objec* 
in life is to get all he can, either in the way of 

‘ks or free whisky, and is not unwilling 
to sellout or furnish fraudulent tickets for a 
consideration, is unknown here. The voter 
while at the polls, is not shoved or elbowed 
about; aud the whole thing is done as quietly 
and orderly as the balloting for the cholce of 
D reetors at a meeting of the stoc ers of a 
bank or a railroad corporation. 

At municipal elections, the City Clerk, whose 
office is by custom a life one, and = dependent 
on the faithful discharge of its duties, is the 
chief returning officer.

ARE AFTERWARDS CANVASSED. 
At a subsequent public meeting, of which due 
notice is given, the result is declared, and the 
successful candidates are furnished with their 
certificates of election. 

The laws against bribery are very severe, and, 
in every case in which the charge is sustained 
against a candidate, he isdebarred from running 
lor or nolding any office for two years. 

Should the voter leave the polls with a ballot- 
paper in his possession, or should he deposit in 
the ballot-box any other paperthan the one 
given hia by the Judge of Election, he would be 
subjected to imprisonment for any term not ex- 
ceeding six months, with or without hard labor. 

The Canadian system looks cumbersome and 
well surrounded with red tape; but, at the pre- 
cinct which your correspondent visited, over 400 
votes were polled, which is about the number 
polled in each of the districts in New York 
City. w OBSERVER. 


COUNTING THE VOTES. 


Views Held by Statesmen at the Time of, 
and Subsequent to, the Adeption of the 
Constitution. 

To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Carcaco, Jan. 10.—The argument of that 
eminent lawyer, the Hon. W. H. West, on the 
powers and duties of Congress in the counting 
of the votes returned by the Electoral College, 
based solely upon the language of the Constitu- 
tion itself wigjout reference to precedents, must 
satisfy every candid mind that it was 

never contemplated to confer upon Congress 

the vast powers of a Returning Board for the 
canvassing and rejection of Electoral votes by 

which a State may be arbitrarily deprived by a 

partisan majority of all participation in the 

choice of a Chief Executive, much less that it 
was intended to coniter such powers upon a sin- 
gle branch of the Legislative Department of 

Government. The assumption of the De- 

mocracy that this power rests with the House of 

Representatives is subversive of the principles 

which were recognized and accepted by the lead- 

ing men and by an overwhelming majority of 
the people at the time of the formation of the 

Constitution. Thus, happily, does the 

logical discussion of the lawyer of the intent 

and meaning of the language of the Constitu- 
tion harmonize with the views of those who 
labored for its adoption and immediately there- 
after actively participated in the Government. 

The writings of Madison, and Hamilton, and 

Jefferson are the best sources of information 

as to the principles which underlie the Consti- 

tution. Those who are not familiar with their 
politica: discussions, and are inclinel to accept 
the new creed of the Tilden Democracy, would 
do well to consult them. My purpose is not to 
quote them here, but to refer to the discussion 
in the Senate in the year 1800 on a Dill pre- 
scribing the mode of deciding disputed elec- 
tions for President and Vice-President of the 

United States.“ 

Keeping in view the character of our Govern- 
ment,—that it is neither wholly national nor 
wholly federal,—it is clear that a settlement of 
the preseht Presidential dispute, by yielding to 
the House of Representatives the powers claimed 
for it, would be a wide and revolutionary de- 
parture from constitutional principles. [If it 
had been intended to elect a President 
by a direct vote of the people, then 
in case of a tie or flagrant frauds 
vitiating the vote,the House of Representa- 
tives, deriving its powers from the people, might 
very properly elect. Bat in the one contingency 
in which the Constitution provides for an elec- 
tion by the House the federal idea obtains and 
the vote is taken by States: To preserve the 
independence of the Executive, care was taken 
to restrict the action of Congress to a ministerial 
duty, which certa.nly for the first quarter of 
the century was careiuily observed. We can- 
not too much admire the wise conservatism ob- 
served by the framers of the American Constitu- 
tion, we should ponder well the effect before 
venturing on apy untried scheme. The propo- 
sal now made to eliminate tae power of the 
Senate—the body properly representing the 
States, a majority of which have already voted 
for one candidate—is the most dangerous ever 
ut forward even by the Democracy. Under the 
onstitution, the President derives his appoint- 
ment from the States, and every four years is 
accountable to them. Let us not lose siglit of 
this principle, which Madison, applying it to the 
Senate, the representative of the States in their 
individual ty, said is the anchor of our 
safety. In the act of 1792 Congress did not 
venture to assert any extraordinary powers.

ASHTABULA. 


An Intimation that the Railroad Will 
Pay No Damages. 


—ꝓ—) 


The Absurd Story that the Bridge Had 
Been Tampered With. 


CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 12.—A Leader special 
from Ashtabula says the Coroner’s jury to-day 
examined two experts in bridge-building. The 
evidence was entirely explanatory of iron 
bridges. 


NO DAMAGES TO BR PAID. 

It was rumored around the hotels yesterday 
that the Michigan Southern Railway was not 
disposed to make a settlement with those in- 
jured at Ashtabula, or with those who lost their 
baggage by the burning of the cars. The 
widows and children or other relatives of the 
dead were also, it was said, to be denied any 
compensation. It was further reported that an 
attorney acting for the corporation had visited 
some of the wounded now in this city, 
and stated point-blank that the Company 
did not propose to become _ responsibie 
tor anything, since the accident was 
an act of God,” and, as the railroad could not 
control the action of the atmosphere upon the 
bridge, it could not, therefore, be held liable for 
loss of time, doctors’ bills, or burned clothes. 

In order to learn whether there was any 
foundation for the rumor, a reporter called on 
Mr. Roys, the attorney of the Company, last 
evening. He said he was not prepared to say 
anything authoritatively for the Company, but 
individually he could not see that the Company 
was liable for anything. The accident was one 
for which they were nut responsible, as it was 
caused by an act of God. “Every one con- 
ceded,” he remarked, that the bridge was as 
strong as it could be made; and, if God saw fit 
to lower the temperature and lessen the resist- 
ence of the iron, the Company could not control 
His action, and hence were clearly not liable for 
the results of the catastrophe. 

So far as could be ascertained, the officers, or 
rather officer (for it is generally understood that 
William H. Vanderbilt, the acting President, 
is the Board of Directors and everything else), 
have bad no meeting; but, as he is undoubtedly 
governed in such matters by the advice of the 
attorney, the inference from the statement of 
Mr. Roys is that nothing will be paid the suffer- 
ers. Heretofore the Michigan Southern has 
usually settled the damages arising from acci- 
dents, and thus averted the additional expense 
of litigation. The amount involved, however, 
in a settlement of the Ashtabula disaster is so 
large—at least half a million—that it will pay 
to fight claimants, and, therefore, if those in- 
jured or the friends of the killed want damages 
they will apparently have to bring suit to re- 
cover. 

A BASELESS STORY. 

Some of the city papers are giving currency to 
the theory which has been advanced,—by whom 
is suspected, but not positively known,—that the 
Ashtabula horror was the result of a diabolical 
plot engineered by a band of professional train- 
robbers. It is ciaimed that one or more of the 
bolts in the bridge were loosened, sufficient to 
deprive it of the rigidity necessary to support 
the great moving weight: and hence when the 
full length of the train had covered the bridge, it 
was unable to bear the strain, and crashed 
through. This theory is collaterally supported 
by its advocates by pointing to the assertion 
that immediately after the train went through a 
number of passengers were robbed of property 
known to have been on their persou. Such as- 
sertions have been made, but none have been 
authenticated beyond the picking up of a few 
melted pieces of coin and jewelry as relics, and 
the curiosity-hunters have even gone so far as 
to carry off small fragments of the ruins of the 
bridge and train. 

Tuis theory is quite plausible on its face, but, 
like many other specious arguments, will not 
hold water. The Ashtabula bridge was not 
more than 300 yards from the depot; it was con- 
stantly under the surveillance of a paid em- 
= of the Company; and not longer than half 
an hour previous to the disaster a large freight- 
train passed over it. Totamper with the nuts 
and bolts of so large a structure so as to weaken 
its parts would require the services of men who 
understood the science of bridge-building, aad 
would consume a longer time than half an hour. 
It was pitch dark, with a blinding snow-storm ; 
the train was late and trying to make up its 
time, and expected at anv moment. It is also 
understood that a freight-train had passed over 
the bridge half an hour previous, which would 
allow the alleged wreckers only half an hour 
in which to carry out their designs. 
The weather was intensely cold, and 
there was an utter absence of any of those con- 
ditions which could by any possibility afford an 
opportunity for the carrying-out of so diabolical 
a scheme. To the unbiased observer it would 
appear that the train-robber theory was ad- 
vanced for the sole purpose of directing the at- 
tention of the public from the damaging testi- 
mony of Joseph Tomlinson, the engineer, who 
made the drawings for the bridge, and who 
withdrew from the road because Mr. Stone in- 


sisted on using lighter iron than called for in 


the plans.

The Widow Van Cott a: an Actor. 

The Widow Van Cott gave a descriptive apd 
pantomimic illustration of Moody and Sankey's 
hymn, *“ Ninety and Nine,“ in the West ‘Thir- 
tieth street Methodist meeting-house, New 
York, the other evening.

When this Best Housekecper mects you at the 
door, her beaming fave and cordial welcome are 
better than any beautiful statue of Welcome or 
Peace, and you do not miss the encaustic tiles 
and elegant staircases of grander homes. When 
she offers you some good viand at the carefully- 
laid table, you feel that her smile has a blessing 
in it, and gives the food a flavor beyond 
spices. Is there then never a failare in this 
housekeeping, nor a fault in this Best House- 
keeper! Yes, accidents occur and trials come, 
but they are not made the most of, Sometimes 
this good housekeeper far overtasks her 
strength in some perfection of cleanliness or 
superlative goodness of cooking, and this brings, 
not fretfulness, but a cloud upon her sunny 
spirit.

Let me recommend it wd oan as 
being fual of good sense, good advice, and good 
recipes. 

For“ Barry Gray” I send the following recipe: 
Split the pork tenderloins; lay on one side of 
each piece abread-stuffing as prepared for fowls; 
roll like one kind of jelly-cake; tie tightly with 
stout cod; bake thoroughly. We call these 
‘* roast ducks,“ for they are doubtless of the 
species called *‘ canard.” 

In cleaning silver, do not rub it away with 
scouring materjals, but wash in hot water con- 
taining a good quantity of concentrated lve 
bought at the cer’s; or, if very black, boil 
for some time in soft water with a considerable 
amount of washing-soda added; then wash in a 
good suds, rinse in clear water, and rub with 
flannel cloth, or better, chamois-skin, and your 
silver will not often require cleaning, but will 
shine like new for a long time. 

Please favor us, dear ladics, with your well- 
tried directions for cooking meat and vegeta- 
bles, and making bread.’ I hope “ Aunt Nelly 
Bly’’ will not fall to give us that good soup 
recipe.

ON REARING INFANTS. 
To the Editor af The Trivune. 
Mrvonwk, Jan. 9.—1 was obliged for various 
reasons to bring my baby up ona bottle. And 
although when a woman is stout, strong, and 
healthy, Nature has provided a more excellent 
way,” yet where she is the reverse of all this, I 
think it would often be a benefit to the child to 
provide a substitute,” ana I know of no sub- 
stitute equal to cows’ a5 and the regular 
nursing-bottle with a tube. am aware that it 
is generally considered a hazardous thing to 
bring a baby up on a bottle, but as many children 
are left motherless, and many who have 
mothers are obliged, as mine was, to be brought 
up in that way, itis well to consider the mat- 
ter. In the city, where it is almost an impossi- 
bility to get good, pure milk, it undoubtedly 
would be icult. But I am convinced that 
where pure milk can be obtained, the main 
trouble is in mothers or nurscs not understand- 
ing how to take care of the milk and bottles 
properly. Nothing taints or sours as quickly as 
milk. Nothing else is as hard to get and keep 
clean as vessels used for milk. As I was bora 
and brought up in a part of the country de- 
voted almost exclusively to dairying. I had 
learned these things, and I believed the knowl- 
edge could be usefully applied to other things 
than the manufacture of butter and cheese. 
And first, I would say, be sure and 
commence with milk from a new milch 
cow, and if possible never change 
for the milk of any other cow, especially while 
the child is very small. I was obliged to change 
two or three times before my baby was weaned, 
and I am sure it hurt him ever since the change 
wis made. As soon as the milk was brought to 
the house it was turned into a shallow dish (it 
was usually still warm from the cow), and sct 
into cold water and stirred frequently to extract 
tbe animal heat and odor, as nothing causes 
milk to taint or sour as quickly as these. It 
wus then set where it could keep cool, and the 
cream allowed to rise. When the baby was very 
small one-third cream to two-thirds water was 
used, swéetened a very little with loaf sugar, 
and warmed to about the usual warmth of new 
mik. As he grew older, one-half cream and one- 
half water was used; then two-thirds cream and 
one-third water, and finally I used the clear 
milk. Occasionally the milk was scalded in hot 
water to keep it sweet, but this I would not 
recommend where it is possible to keep it sweet 
without, as scalded milk is hard to digest. I 
had two bottles, one for. day and one for night. 
In the morning, the bottle which had been used 
through the night was thoroughly washed with 
hot soap-suds and shot (I have never found 
anything so good to clean bottles as bird-shot), 
then filled with clean, cold water, or laid in a 
dish of water and left there until night. The 
bottle that was used in the daytime was washed 
in the same way three or four times a day, be- 
sides being well rinsed out and laid in 
cold water after every time it was used. 
At night it was well washed and laid 
in cold water until morning. The tube was well 
washed every time it was used and laid in cold 
water until wanted again. Of course rubber 
tubes treated ju this way wear out faster than 
they otherwise would, but what is the cost of a 
few tubes, more or less compared to the health of 
achild? Icould not express the indiguation I have 
felt more than once when I have been where a 
child was brought up on a bottle, to see the way 
in which the bottles were washed. Aud more than 
once I have found the child eating sour milk, 
all owing to the carelessness and heedicssness 
in the care of milk and bottles. I never trusted 
any one to wash my baby’s bottles but 
wyself,—then I knew they were clean. 
Let no one think to  brin a child 
up on a bottle, because it is less trouble, 
for when 128 done, it isa great deal of 
trouble and care. But what is worth doing at 
all, is worth doing well.“ 
enjoyed Mrs. Dr. Cook’s letter in last Satur- 
day’s ['RIsUNE very much, and 1 heartily agree 
with her.

SOURKROUT AND SCIENCE. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicaao, Jan. 12.— Bre true scientific instinct 
of the German housewife discovered Sourkrout 
and made it a favored dish — her people 
long before Science could tell us the whys and 
— the wherefores. Although most of our 
common vegetables contain very few nn- 
tritious substances—as vegetable albumen, 
gum, vegetable fat, starch, and sugar— 
they do eontain organic acids capable 
of keeping the soluble albumen of our meats in 
a dissolved 17 saving | to the di- 
gestive organs, and leading t eats we eat 
quicker over into the bloud-forming fluids. But 
these organic acids of our vegetables are in most 
cases ireed only in the stomach during the pro- 
cess of digestion, and would in most cases make 
their appearance too late to do much good, ex- 
cept where the vegetables had been eaten be- 
fore the meats. Herein consists the importance 
of sourkrout. The acid which the stomach 
would have to labor first to produce out of the 
boiled cabbage has already been artificially pre- 
pared by the process of fermentation, 
and made sourkrout such a _ favored 
comfit to eat with meacs. This vegetable, so 
much despised because so little un erstood by 
our fair cousins, ande still so fondly cherished by 
their gentlemen, prepare as tollows: Select 
an article which has not been salted down too 
much, as the aroma suffers by it; in case it 
should be too sour, lift it through water; press 
out gently, and put to the fire (but not in an 
iron vessel); cover with meat-broth or water; 
add a little pork or goose-fat, and let it boil 
slowly, well covered, upon a moderate fire 
(still better in an oven) for several hours, from 
hard to soft, to suit your taste. You can also 
boil into it a piece of good bam, 
and add, towards the end of cooking, a 
shoot of fine rum, or flavor by adding 
in the beginning juniper berries. Some like fine 
sliced onions, fried in butter, without their 
turning yellow, and added to the sourkraut. 
In the vegetable cooked in short and soft mix 
with it a very little butter and flour, fried light- 
brown in thespan, salt, and let it simmer a little 
while longer, Serve with ita mush made 
of those glorious green marrowfat peas which 
the surroundings of Sheboygan bestow ou a 
suffering community. Freshen the in 
water over hücht, beil with a piece of pork ; 
when dene put them through a sieve 
till you ave a nice moist wmush, 
accompanying with fricandeau, liver dumplings, 
game, ete. is divine dish, in its rigurous 
action upon the whole system, especially — 
liver and brain, is a perfect antidote aguinst

Asa rule, the discount lines of the banks are well 
filled, and outside gpplications are refused. The 
demand for loans was not as active yesterday as it 
has recently been, as most of the borrowing. class 
have provided for their present necessities. The 
packers, provision men, and other Board of Trade 
parties have absorbed the largest part of the loana- 
ble funds of the banks. This isnot the season 
when mercantile paper is offered most freely, and 
as collections have improved, a comparatively 
emall number of mercantile discounts has been 
made. The demand from the interior for advances 
has fallen away. 

Rates of discount were 8@10 per cent at the 
banbs, and 8 per cent and upwards on the street. 

New York exchange was quoted at 60c per $1, 000 


The orders and receipts of currency were light. 

Clearings were $3, 400, 000. 

BANKING CAPITAL OF NEW YORK. 

At the annual meetings of the stockholders of 
National Banks in New York last Tuesday, the 
Metropolitan and Fourth National, as already an- 
nounced, resolved to reduce their capital by 
$4,750,000, In 1876, $2,800,000 of banking cap- 
ital wae withdrawn, making the total loss of capi- 
tal $7,550,000. Add to this a diminution of sur- 
plus in 1876 amounting to $5,096,000, and a de- 
Lr abe Woe in value of bank stocks, as the result of 
reduced earnings, etc., estimated at $7,000, 000, 
and we have grand total of $19, 646, 000 wiped out. 

THE BANK STATEMENT. 

The National Banks of this city are now pub- 
lishing, in accordance with the call of the Comp- 
troller, statements of their condition on Dec. 22. 
The information contained in them is three weeks 
old, and is stale and uninteresting. It is to be re- 
gretted that the call wae not made so that the re- 
ports should throw some light on the condition of 
the loan market at the time they appeared. As 
long as the call is made after the day on which the 
condition of the banks is to be displayed, the pur- 
poses of the Department are subserved, and there 
is no apparent reason why the call should not be so 
timed that the figures it calls out should be of some 


contemporary inte rest. 


THE BANK OF CALIFORNIA. 

The Bank of California, which little more than a 
year ago suffered an impairment of 80 per cent of 
ite capital, is now reliabilitated. It has an actual 
paid-up capital of $5,000,000. The cash assets of 
this institution on the 2d inst. were $2, 878, 792, of 
which there was on hafid here $2, 329,428, and 
$252, 412 at the Nevada agencies. There was also 
on deposit at the San Francisco Mint bullion valued 
at $206,952. The aggregate aezets ure placed at 
$10, 942,902, and there is due depositors $5, 938, - 
555.
